Interests Mayor

Little Opposition Expect¬
ed in Council to Ain-

slie*s Proposal.
Mayor Alnallo said yustorday that

ho w!ib very much Interested la his
proposal, uk submitted to City Coun¬
cil, for a reduction In tlio prloo of
gas. Tho Mayor's proposition Is for
tho establishment of a retail and
wholesale rate, by which small as
well as Ip.rg« consumers got lower
rates. He proposes to flx tho rate to
the "retail user" at $1.15 a thousand
feet. That rato now Is $1.30. The
wholeaulo rato Is llxed at two points
<.$1.05 and 95 cents, the Kreater the
consumption, the lower the rate.

it Is generally conceded that when
tho measure as proposed by the
Mayor reaches Council It will receive
little, If any, opposition, lioth Abler-
man Joseph C. l'owcra and Alderman
II.

These city fathers are
veterans In the 11kht for lower k;i»,
and It is llk'oly that Mr. Molton may
ask for an amendment to the sun-
gestcd rate by which the cost to
householders may be reduced to 51
a thousand.
